HE CASHED A $500 CHECK 
Demurrer Held That He Got 
Money From Dressed Beef 
Company, Not National.

Judge Taylor in the Criminal Court 
Thursday, instructed a jury to acquit 
Charles L. Brown, accused of obtain- 
ing on a bad check $500 from the Na- 
tional Packing Co., known. publicly as 


the Beef Trust. 

The Judge’s order was based. on a 
demurrer filed by the defense. This 
demurrer held that Brown had not in- 
tended to defraud, that if he did the 
evidence showed that he got the money 
last August from the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef Co. and not the National Packing 
Co. The St. Louis Dressed Beef Co. 
has denied that it is controligd. by the 
National Packing Co. Other charges 


are pending against Brown. 


His Bride Ready to Testify. 
In case this demurer failed Brown’s 
bride, who was Miss Marie Greenway, 
with whom the young man eloped to 
Clayton, where they were married, the 
day after he had cashed the $500 check, 
Was ready to testify in her husband’s 
behalf. She was in the courtroom. 

Brown was an auditor for the National 
Packing Co. and was here checking up 
accounts of the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Co. in August last year. Aug. 14 he 
cashed a personal check at the Louis 
Schaefer Union Market branch of the 
St. Louis Dressed Beef Co. This check 
was returned subsequently, marked No 
funds.”’ 

When Malcom 8. Edwards, office man- 
ager of the St. Louis Dressed Beef Co., 
took the stand in the prosecution 
Wednesday afternoon, C. Orrick Bishop, 
special prosecutor, asked him if the 
National Packing Co. owned stock in the 
St. Louis Dressed Beef Co. -» and received 
an affirmative arswefr. 

“Beef Trust” Is Brought In, 

Thomas B. Harvey, attorney for 
Brown, on cross-examination, went at 
once into this matter. 

“How much St. Louis Dressed Beet Co, 
stock does the National Packing Co. 
own?” he asked Edmonds. 

“I don’t know!”’ 

‘“‘How do you know it owns any?’’ 

“The stock book will show it.” 

“Is this the Beef Trust you are talk- 
ing about—the company that was on 
trial in Chicago recently for fixing the 
price of beef?’’ 

Edmonds nodded his head affirmative- 
ly. 

“Does it own controlling interest in 
the St. Louis Dressed Beef Co.? Does it 
control prices in St. Louis?’’ 

“I don’t know.”’ 

A. F. Arnd, who said he was book- 
keeper and cashier for the St. Louis 
Dressed Beef Co., at cooler No. 3, on 
South Broadway, testified he also 
cashed a $75 check for Brown, ‘ which 
Was returned marked “no funds.” On 
cross-examination hg said Brown was 
at his place to audit his accounts and 
that he considered Brown’s request 
for him to cash the check to be a com- 
mand from a superior, which he obéyed. 

Simon 8S. Bass, associated in the de- 
fense, said he was ready with a demur- 
rer that wvuld hold also that Brown 
didn’t intend to defraud the company; 
that he did have an account in the 
bank on which. he had drawn the.check 
and that the check was really an over- 
draft.

Mrs. Murphy, Thursday, said that ne- 
cessity compelled her to ask the court 
to direct her husband to give her 
enough to support herself and her two 
daughters: Her two grown sons, she 
says, 
selves. 

Says His Income Is $15,000. 

Mrs. Murphy says her husband sent 
her from $25 to $45 a month, although, 
she says he has an income of $15,000 a 
year. She alleges that she was forced 
to sell jewelry and furniture to support 
her children, and that she was threat- 
ened with eviction from her home. 

Several days ago Murphy wrote to his 
daughter, Ruth, that he would be in St. 
Louis Wednesday. It was arranged that 
he call at the Evans avenue home for 
Ruth, and take her to the theater and 
to dinner. 

Telephoneg to Daughter. 

Mrs. Murphy, without her daughter’s 
knowledge, filed the maintenance sult. 
In .the evening she ; 
daughter at tiie Liedéerkranz Club, ask- 
ing her to hurry home. Murphy took 
Ruth home and the papers were served 
on him at the front door. 

' Mrs. Murphy says her .hugband ex- 
pressed satisfaction, saying that he 
would have been even better pleased 
if she had filed a divorce suit. 

He Knocked Down Luyties, 

The family troubles of the Murphys 
first came to public notice Dec. 31, 1900; 
when Murphy walked-into the dining 
room of Andrew Auer’s restaurant at 
Grand and Magnolia avenues, and 
knocked down Herman C. G. Luyties 
with a brick. 

Mrs. Murphy and Luyties were seated 
at a dinner table when the attack was 
made. Luyties, ‘who was then a prom- 
inent manufacturer of drugs and toilet 
articles, explained that his meeting with 
Mrs. Murphy was not prearranged. 

Murphy carried the brick in his hand 
when he entered the restaurant. His 
rage when he found his wife and Luy- 
ties together was so great that he could 
not speak. He lifted the brick and 
hurled it at Luyties, striking him in the 
chest, ' 

Luyties and his chair fell backwards. 
When Luyties regained his feet Murphy 
struck him on the nose. Luyties then 
fled and jumped into his automobile, 
which stoed in front of the restaurant. 


Luyties Refused to Prosecute. 

Murphy was arrested and taken to the 
Magnolia Street Station, across the 
street from the restaurant, but was re- 
leased when Luyties telephoned that he 
would not prosecute. 

This incident brought to light another 
attack which Murphy had made on Luy- 
ties at the Tyrolean Alps six months be- 
fore. 

While Luyties and Mrs. Luyties were 

seated at a table Murphy and his wife 
entered the dining room. When Murphy 
saw Luyties he seemed unable to con- 
trol himself. He walked behind Luyties 
and struck him on the head with his 
fist. Other diners seized and overpow- 
ered him. 
’ Murphy left his home, then at 410 
West Pine boulevard, in October, 190, 
and returned there only occasionally to 
see his children. 

Luyties’ wife. divorced 
months ago.

T INDON, May 23.—Most of the Lon- 
dor morning papers comment today on 
the result of the Ohio primaries. 

The Daily News says: “Doubtless the 
American people, even the Republicans, 
are sick beyond further tolerance of the 
old machine politics, and Roosevelt ap- 
pealed to that instinct. But with what 
right does he make his appeal? He used 
the machine when he controlled it as 
ruthlessly as any party leader. He 
gave the greatest of the trusts, the 
Steet Trust, the greatest of its captures, 
the Republic Iron and Steel Co. (Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co.) He patron- 
izod one of the worst of tariffs. He 
carried through one of the darkest coups 
in American foreig: policy. He has no 
si-.gle piece of constructive reform to 
his credit. To a remote Iuropean ob- 
server, he stands for nothing higher 
than exhaustless energy and boundless 
ambition.”

“There has been much controversy of 
la . as to my candidacy,” said-the Sen- 
ator, “and I just want to say this to 
the peopl> of New Jersey: For the last 
year I have been and I will continue to 
t clear through the campaign, a Re- 
publican candidate for the nomination 
for the presidency.

Alleges Former Officers 
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Harvey Alleges Wit Wife Was Dis- 
respectful—She Replies He = 


Beat Her. 


PARIS, Mo., May 23.—In a divorce suit 
filed here On a change of venue from 
Adair County H. Clay Harvey, member 
of the faculty of the Kirksville. Normal 
School, is the plaintiff. He alleges that 
he was married Aug. 9, 1902: that he 
was kind and affectionate; that his wife 
treated him with great disrespect; that 
she forced her mother into his house- 


hold against his wishes; that the moth- 
er-in-law was domineering and disre- 
spectful; that Mrs. Harvey persisted 
in keeping @ servant girl, who treated 
him with insolence and disrespect; that 
Mrs. Harvey spread abroad a report 
to the effect that he was becoming in- 
sane, and that he was a drunkard, etc. 

Mrs. Harvey replies in a cross-bill 
that her husband had a violent temper 
and made no attempt to contro} it; that 
he was a man of low ideals and had lit- 
tle respect for womankind; that during 
his married life he carried on a corre- 
spondence with other women; that he 
compared his wife with other women to 
her disadvantage; that he was mean, 
niggardiy and parsimonious in his 
household expenditures, She charges 
he assaulted and struek her repeatedly 
with his fists and with a nallbrush, 
choked her, slapped her, worried and 
until she fell to the 
floor, then stood over her. while he 
taunted her and called her vile names; 
that he kept a revolver in his room and 
frequently threatened to kill her. 

After their separation, it is alleged, 
he forced himself into the presence of 
herself and mother and choked their 
maid.

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RABIES AND DIES 


Sight of Water Had Thrown 
Henry Meyerott Into Convul- 
sions—Postmortem Planned. 


— — 


Henry Meyerott, 18 years old of 2607 
Gravois avenue, died of hydrophobia ‘at 
the city hospital, according to the unan- 
imous opinion of the physicians there, 
after a close study of his history and 
symptoms Thursday. 

Meyerott was taken to the hospital at 
11:20 a. m. Wednesday. He died in con- 
vulsions at 4 p. m. 

He showed that aversion for water 
which is regarded as characteristic 
of rabies. He frequently complained | 
of intense thirst and begged for a 
drink, but when water was brought | 
to him the sight of it threw him into 
convulsions. 

Meyerott was bitten by a dog a week 
ago. So far as is known the dog was 
not killed. On returning home from 
work one night Meyerott told his moth- 
er a dog had bitten him. He said he 
had gone to the family physician and 
had the wound cauterized, 

For several days he showed no evil 
effect of the bite. Last Sunday he had 
a mild convulsion. This was followed 
by another, more severe. From. that 
time he }.ad frequent convulsions. 

Dr, A. H. Sewing, resident physician 
at the hospital, said there was every 
indication that.Meyerott died of rabies. 
To determine the cause of death beyond 
possibility of doubt, a post-mortem ex- 
amination will be made by the City 
Bacteriologist. 


NEED NOT LIFT SKIRT 
AT STREET CAR STEP 


Massachusetts Supreme Court So 
Decide in Affirming Judgment 


Against Street Railway. 


BOSTON, May 23.—The Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts has decided that 
women are not bound to lift their skirts 
in alighting from street cars. More- 
over, they have a right to wear skirts 
as long as they choose. 

Miss Miranda Martin was getting off 
a car some time ago, when her skirt 
caught on a sand plunger, which pro- 
jected from the platform. She was 
flung to the street and sued the com- 
pany. The‘company alleged that the 
woman had been negligent in failing to 
lift her long skirt high enough to clear 
the plunger. 

In affirming a judgment: for $1000 the 
Supreme Court holds that the company" s 
objection is untenable.

VICTORIA, British Columbia, May 23. 
—Details of the massacre of nearly 200 
miners, mostly Chinese, by Russian 
troops at Bedaibe, Siberia, last month, 
were received by the steamship Awa 
Maru, which arrived from the Orient 
today. 

The miners had been discontented for 
months because of unfair treatment and 
wretched working conditions. When a 
meeting of the miners was called hun- 
dreds of men gathered about the gen- 
eral offices; which were’ occupied’ by 
Russian soldiers. The miners were 
about 150 yards from the building when 
the troops fired, killing 107 men and 
wounding 8, most of them fatally.

Former Boss Led by Chance to 
a Gathering at a Sailors’ 
Boarding House.

count of his career from university to 
penitentiary, former “Boss” Abraham 
Ruef tells in the San Francisco Bulletin 
the story of his entrance into politics. 
“One evening,” he narrates, “I ob- 
served a notice in the paper announcing

It looked dark 
and ominous under the towering cliffs 
of Telegraph Hill. Two blocks away 
was the Barbary Coast. A few blocks 
beyond were the shanghaing quarters.

“TI knocked. No answer. I knocked 
again. Presently I hearu shuffling foot- 
steps. The door opened. A tall, heavy- 
set man of rough appearance, in a 
rough blue flannel shirt, with a deep 
saber cut across his face, and a lantern 
in his hand, stood in the open doorway.” 

The narrative ‘tells how Ruef was 
scrutinized and finally admitted to a 
rear kitchen, where the boarding house 
keeper and a neighboring saloon keeper 
sat by the range. 

“They informed me,” it continues, 
“that the meeting had already been held 
and had adjourned. They were sorry I 
had not come earlier. I expressed aston- 
ishment, for it was then just 8. o’clock. 
I was informed that as a majority of 
the members. were working men who 
were tired after their day’s work and 
wanted some sleep, the meeting had 
been held a little early. 

“They informed me that there had 
beén from 150 to 200 members present. 
I .s about to leave, promising to at- 
tead the next meeting, when I was 
asked to wait a moment. 

“You’re a Likely Fellow.” 

“Finally, the red-faced proprietor, in 
his gruff voice, asked, ‘Young man, can | 
you write?’ 

“I answered I could—a little. 

“*Young man,’ he replied, ‘you’re a 
likely fellow. Do you think you would 
like to be secretary of this club? The 
secretary here, who has just been elect- 
ed, is willing to resign in your favor.’ ” 

Ruef writes that he protested, but 
yielded to urging, and then and there,. 
on the information given him, wrote in 
good faith a glowing report of the meet- 
ing. 

‘So well did I acquit myself in this 
relation,’’ he concluded, ‘that each of 
the morning papers, published without 
change the copy I personally, as secre- 
tary, brought them.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—A report will 
be made on the Titanic disaster by Sen- 
ator W. A. Smith of Michigan, chairman 
of the subcommittee that conducted the 
inquiry, who will make a brief speech 
on the testimony elicited and the con- 


clusions reached. 

It fe understood the report will closely | 
follow the lines of evidence brought out 
during the examination of witnesses. As 
thus indicated, Capt. Smith will be held 
responsible for not taking cognizance of 
iceberg warnings, and the suggestion 
will be made to select lanes of travel 
farther south. 


Details of Report to Be Made to the 
Senate Are Forecast, 


NEW YORK, May 232.—A morning pa- 
per today prints what purports to be 
an accurate forecast of the report to 
be made to the Senate by the commit- 
tee which investigated the Titanic dis- 
aster. 

The report spares neither J. Bruce Is- 
may nor his subordinates in New 
York, whose juggling with the truth, 
after receiving from Montreal informa- 
tion that the Titanic had sunk, is sav- 
agely criticised, according to the story. 

Emphasis is laid on the cruelty of 
sending out such a dispatch as that re- 
ceived by Senator Hughes of New Jer- 
sey, whose daughter was on the Titanic 


with her husband, and who was told in 


a cablegram signed “White Star Line’ 
that the Titanic was being towed into 
Halifax. 

Direct responsibility for the disaster 
is laid on Capt. Smith. It is pointed out 
that had he heeded the forewarnings 
of ice sent him by other vessels the 
lives of the 1600 odd victims would 
have been saved. 

Pointing out that the speed of the Ti- 
tanic just before she struck the ice- 
berg was 24% miles an hour, and that 
it had been steadily increased after re- 
ceiving ice warnings by wireless, the 
report asserts that the presence on 
board. of Ismay, the managing director 
of the line, and Andrews, the con- 
structor for Harlan & Wolf, the build- 
ers, was undoubtedly an incentive to 
making this great speed. 

It is stated that Ismay, who got away 
safely, was advised immediately of the 
danger, while many of the passengers 
were not, the impact, although equal in 
momentum to the impact of the com- 
bined broadsides of 20 great battleships, 
being scarcely felt on the vessel, such 
was her giant size and enormous sta- 
bility. 

It is noted that the weather was clear 
and perfect, the sea being calm with 
no swell—conditions that would have 
been ideal for the saving of all hands 
on board had there been but adequate 
life-saving apparatus and adequate sail- 
ors to man them. But, although there 
was room in the lifeboats for 1076 per- 
sons, the report says but 704 persons 
were put into them, owing to the dis- 
organized and disorderly condition of 
the crew. 

Special stress is laid on the utter fail- 
ure of the junior officers, who were 
among the first to leave the ship, to 
make any effort whatever to rescue 
many of those in the water, for whom 
room might have been found in the 
lifeboats. 

The failure of Capt. Lord of the Cali- 
fornian to arouse his wireless operator 
the minute he saw the rockets, or the 
rockets were reported to him, the re- 
port characterizes as inexcusable. The 
English law is quoted and it is urged 
that it be invoked against Lord.

GET ALONG AT ALL 


Sister of One Mrs. Gould Needs 
$4000 to Entertain, $6000 
for Other Expenses. 





NEW YORK, May 2—Although in 


her teens and still attending | school, 
Miss Eugenia Kelly, daughter of Bank- 
er Edward Kelly and a sister of Frank 
Gould's first wife, cannot live on $6000 
e year and maintain herself asa girl in 
her station. Her mother, Mrs. Helen 
M. Kelly, has had her daughter's al- 
luwance from her father’s estate in- 
creased to $10,000. 

Miss Kelly is attending the Sacred 

Heart Academy at Manhattanville, in 
this city. Mrs. Kelly maintains that it 
takes at least $4000 a year for her daugh- 
ter properly to enteftain her fellow 
students; that it costs $2000 a year to 
clothe her, $2000 for an annual trip 
abroad and a similar amount for school 
expenses. 
Under the terms of the will, Eugenia’s 
share in the estate amounts to $600,000, 
which brings in a yearly income of 
$24,000, but her father placed her allow- 
ance at $6000 a year. During the week- 
end sojourns at home she lives at the 
Hotel Belmont, but her moter contem- 
plates renting a house and this necessi- 
tates more entertaining.

The interest of women in problems 
of the day and their power to grasp 
points of discussion is encouraging. 

“The question of the superiority in 
scholarship of women over men is hard- 
ly debatable. Full evidence of this is 
found in the co-educational institutions. 
The women always surpass the men. 

“At Smith College we are endeavor- 
ing to produce intelligent womanhood. 
Higher education for women there 
means the same thing as higher educa- 
tion for men in colleges for men. They 
pursue the same branches of knowledge. 
Of course, we differentiate some as for 
instance, in botany, we lean to horticul- 
ture. Every graduate of Smith College 
knows how to lay out the garden or 
yard at her home, and has a scientific 
knowledge of flowers, plants and shrubs,

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‘THE MAN BEHIND THE BOND. 

It is a fact, as Mr. James E. Smith pointed out 
to the Missouri bankers, that the old custom of 
giving personai-surety has entirely given way to 
systematic bonding methods for the protection 
of shareholders and depositors against bank offi- 
cers. Indeed, the old-fashioned individual re- 
sponsibility which men relied on in many fidu- 
clary relations has been to a large extent’ re- 
placed by impersonal and corporate security. 

Yet we cannot but deplore the minimizing of 
the personal element in business obligations. In- 
dividual responsibility gives a character to busi- 
ness which it cannot otherwise possess. Indi- 
vidual responsibility makes for character in men. 
It makes bigger and better men. It binds men 
together and gives a tone to their transactions. 
It means relations pitched on a plane of honor.

GIILDREN LET IN 
SUHDOLS AT 9 


Shows Importance of Kinder- 
garten in View of Many Who 
Quit at Early Age. 


AMENDMENT IS INDORSED 


Superintendents Indorse Plan to 
Allow Training Under 6 Years 
of Age and Over 20. 


Superintendent Ben Blewett of the St. 
Louis Schools believes the school years 
of city children are not enough for their 
needs, and that the laws which fix six 
years as the lowest age for admission 
and 20 as the highest, are responsible 
for a great waste of, time. 

This was the theme of his address be- 
fore the State Convention of County 
School Superintendents at Jefferson City 
recently. He enlarged on the subject 
Thursday in discussing the matter with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“We have discovered,” said Blewett, 
“that the school years for many city 
children are too few. Our observations 
have convinced us that 72 out of every 
100 children drop out of school by the 
end of the fifth grade, and that 93 out 
of every 100 drop out by the end of the 
eighth. 

“The compulsory education law adopt- 
ed in 1905 requires the attendance of 
children under 14. Over that age they 
may quit school. Under the old law 
the average pupil is 7 years old before 
he can get through the~ kindergarten 
stage and begin regular primary work. 
it is a tremendous waste .if he must 
leave school when he has had go little 
work. 

Many Have to Aid Parents. 

‘A great many children have to be 
taken from school early to help their 
parents earn a living. These unlucky 
little ones are being cheated out of 
their due. Under a kindergarten sys- 


tem, however, we are able to give them} 
an additional year at a time when it] 
counts most for their future good and || 


costs less of needed assistance to their 
parents. 

“A child of 5 is not too young for kin- 
dergarten work. The games, songs and 
manual training establish social rela- 
tions for such a child at a pliant age in 
which the diffidence of life which has 


restricted him to a narrow circle isj 
At 6 he is ready to]! 


quickly overcome. 
begin primary work and has gained a 
most advantageous year. 

‘“T do not believe in forcing a child to 
go to school too young. If one had a 
big house and grounds for a. little one, 
with the mother able to give almost her 
undivided time to the child’s elementary 
training, I should be in favor of keeping 
him out of school until he is 9. But 
what percentage of city children have 
such advantages? The proposed kinder- 
garten work will not be compulsory, but 
it will help thousands of the submerged 
to get their heads above water. There 
are between 9000 and 10,000 children in 
St. Louis waiting for just such a 
chance.” 

Blewett pointed out also the import- 
ance of using whatever available sur- 
plus money the district has for the 
education of adults in night classes. He 
spoke of the great annual influx of im- 
migrants, many of whom are anxious to 
fix themselves as soon as possible for 
American citizenship by working &ll day 
and going to school at night. He called 
it a duty for every large city to make 
ample provision to take care of these. 

St, Louis Behind in Work. 

He said it had taken % years for 
obstructive opposition in kindergartens 
in St. Louis to die out and that today 
St. Louis is farther behind in this kind 
of work than any Other large city in 
the United States. Such were the condi- 
tion of the laws that the Board of Edu- 
cation opened its first Kindergarten, at 
the Franklin School, @ year and a half 
ago, almost furtively and. with’ mis- 


| givings that obstacles which delayed the 


plan. 25 years ago might. be interposed 
again. 


However, Blewett said, the opposition 


appeared to have died out, and the kin- 
dergarten has been such a success that 
many who were at first indifferent are 
now enthusiastic for an extension of the 
work into all the public schools. It was 
to remove every possibility of obstruc- 
tidn that. the last State Legisiature’ pro- 
posed Constitutional Amendment No. 1, 
which Is to be voted on by the people, 
Novy. 6. 

The amendment authorizes any schoo!) 
district to open classea for instruction 
for children between the ages of 5 and 
6, and adults over 20, if the district 
wishes to do so and has thé money, It 
is not obligatory upon ang distriet and 
will not affect the country districts 
where such instruction is neither need. 
ed nor desired. It will change the ex- 
isting laws in no other respect. 

Following Blewett’s address at Jer- 
ferson City, the county superintendents 
passed a resolution indorsing the amend- 
ment and pledging themselves to sup- 
pert it,
